His identity is unknown. Tho matter 
was investigated by reporters to- 
day. Thoy say thai the snicider is known 
in Boston as a music teacher jndor tho j 
name of August Do Sumpo, but thai, ho J 
was in reality Count do la Touruase, mom- 
ber of an <>M and noble family, that ho j 
was a notary and attorney in Franco, 
ruined by a passion, for gambling, and 
flod to this country ti defaulter in a vory j 
largo sum; that ho lived here with a I 
woman not his wiio, who died years ago 
leaving two chillron; that ho sent to [ 
France for his daughter Marie, one of 
his family left by him there. She, ufter 
arriving, learned of his wrong doing and 
it is intimated that on account of liis de- 
meanor toward her, she consulted a priest 
and under his imperative advice, decided 
to leave him and return to Franco. It 
was in execution of this design that she 
left for New York yesterday. The fugi- 
tive was Poleinnin Marie Charles Louis 
Antideo Do Sot-biers do la Tourasse. Ho 
was the oldest son of Franeais de Sorbiers 
de la Tourassu, of Castle of Saint Pierre 
de Tourasse. 

Allowed to Bond. 

Wasiiimiton, May 21. — Tho I'acilic 
Coast Steamship Co., operating between 
San Francisco and Port Moody, li. C. , re- 
cently applied t«i the treasury department 
for pormissionto bond as common carriers 
for the transportation of dutiable goodu 
and merchandise passing in transit from 
one point to auother in the t inted States. 
Tli3 route proposed is by steamer to Fort 
Moody, thence over the Canadian Pacific 
railoada and connections to New York, 
Boston, Chicago and other American 
ports. The application has been approved 
by Secretary Fairchild, and instructions 
sent to tho collector of customs at San 
Francisco to permit tho execution of tho 
usual bond. The I'acilic Coast Steamship 
Co. will bo responsible for all goods trans- 
ported under the bond over tho ontiro 
route between Canada and the L T . S. In 
case the bond is approved an agent of the 
the trersury department will bo stationed 
at Port Moody to supervise the trans- 
shipment of goods from the stoanier to 
tho cars and vice versa. This will give a 
competing transcontinental route not sub- 
ject to the restrictions of the inter-state 
law.

The gun is said to Inu'o been idon- 
tilied as liiH and t racks were traced towards 
the bridge to Chico. Sheriff Ball and 
numerous citizens have been searching for 
him.

Up to a year ago the average amounts 
sont from the north to these ports was 
alwut 40,000,000 feet., but during tho 
year ending this month it has certainly 
been near 200,000,000.

BHRLIN, May 21. -Pending the issue 



the cabinet crisis at Paris the official 
opinion here maintains a oircuuispoct 
silence and the North German dinette re- 
frains from giving more than meagre 
dispatches regarding the developments in 
France. A frank expression of the 
ollicial hopes would have tho effect of 
strengthening Gen. Boulanger's party and 
weakening the opposition, who are work- 
ing to oust him. 

The government receives full advices 
respecting every phase of the ministry 
negotiations at Klyseo. The latest dis- 
patches show that Boulanger's position is 
unshaken, and that a Housvierd-De 
Freycinet ministry is likely to be formed, 
which will adopt Boulanger as t ho gospel 
of rsvanche and plan to attack Germany 
whatever may bo the character of tho 
next French ministry. The crisis has 
strengthened tho war party in Germany 
and the war spirit of the people. 

Fallier Keller Belested. 

Dublin, May 21. — Tho court of appeals 
rendered a decision ill tho case of Father 
Keller, a priest of Yougheny, imprisoned 
in Kilmainham jail for refusal to testify 
regarding his connection with tho plan of 
campaign. Tho court holds tho warrant 
for his arrost is illegal and reverses tho 
decision of the court of Queen's bench. 

Father Keller was released from 
prison at eight o'clock this evening.

Of lato yoars, however, he had 
boon ailing and about two months ago, 
his reason failing him, ho was removed to 
the asylum. 

Some thoughtless person set fire to a 
pile of brush near the Royal City mills 
in Vancouver yesterday morning, and 
after blazing awhile the lire showed a 
willingness to catch some of tho buildings 
around it. Tho tiro engine came to the 
scene of the conflagration and remained 
there neatly all day. The firemen worked 
very diligently, and succooded in confin- 
ing tho tiro to the brush heaps. The wind 
was blowing briskly, and many of the in- 
habitants began to fear a repetition of the 
Kith of Juno last, and immediately made 
ready to move their effects to some place 
of safety. Some of tho people think the 
city narrowly escaped destruction,

Ho Meets With an Enthusiastic Recep- 
tion at Kingston and Departs 
Amid Rousing; Cheers.

ROCHKHTKU, N. Y., May 21.— After 
dinner at Watertown at the request of 
Bishop Lynch, Mr. O'Brien >vas conduct- 
ed to tho hotel parlor where an address 
was presented to him. He replied, thank- 
ing his auditors for the sj rapathy which 
they in common with the rest of the 
American people had always shown to 
Ireland, and referred to the severe in- 
juries ho had received in the mobbings he 
had undergone in Canada. Ho was evi- 
dently worn out and could scarcely speak. 
When the party got on the car bound for 
Niagara balls Mr. O'Brien fainted away 
from pure exhaustion. Dr. Gregory Doyle, 
of Watertown, who examined Mr.

Sir Geo. Stephen Characterizes the 
Manitoba Movement 



As tlio Scheme of a Lot of Speculators Anxious 
to Secure American Control of the 0. P. R. 



(Special to Tm: Colonist.) 
Montreal, May 21. — 'President Sir 
(ieo. Stephen, of the Canadian Pacific, 
stated to-day that if the proposal of tho 
Manitoba government was curried out, it 
would nullify the object of tho govern- 
ment in building the Canadian Pacific, 
which was to have tin independent line 
to tho Northwest. Ho insists that 
a lot of speculators are at the 
bottom of tho business, their object being 
to derive American control of the Cana- 
dian Pasitic, although ho does not think 
the Manitoba government has the power 
to carry out the proposals. Ho says it 
would be no great matter for tho Canadian 
Pacific to abandon its line west of Sud- 
bury and forward its west-bound freight 
by the cheapest route via Sault Ste Marie. 

THE IM PERIAL GOVERNMENT, 

Likely to Refuse a Subsidy to the Trans- 
pacific Line of McttnwrB-Tue News Cre- 
ates Consternation at Ottawa- 
Sir Charles Gone to \\ nh- 
lngtou on a Polln. 
Mission. 

(Special to TllK COLONIST.) 

Ottawa, May 21. — Something like con- 
sternation was caused in parliamentary 
circles to-day when the news came that 
tho Imperial government was likely to re- 
fuse a subsidy to the Canadian steamship 
line between British Columbia and Hong- 
kong and Australia. It iB felt hero that 
no matter whether the subsidy bo given 
or not tho Canadian government ought not 
to recede from its position. The rumor 
spread to-night like wild tiro. 

Sir Charles Tupper has gone on a politi- 
cal mission to Washington either in con- 
nection with tho lisheries question or to 
sound the American government on trade 
relationship between the two countries. 
The ministers would neither deny or con- 
firm tho r eport. 

A RICH FIND. 

Ledge of Hold Quartz Discovered at Siwash 
Creek— Tho Prince (leorge Mine Making 
Kiicoiiraglutr Turn Oats -Yale Hope- 
ful of a Big Mining Boom. 

(Spoclal to Tiik Colonist.) 
Yalh, B, 0.', May 21. — At Siwash creek 
about six miles from Yale, a ledge of vory 
rich gold quartz has boon found. Rodney, 
an old minor, came In two days ago with 
no specimens of gold quartz surpassing 
anything yet seen in the country. Tho 
gold can bo soon in the quartz with the 
naked oyo, and already claims havo boon 
staked off. 

The Prince George mine owned by 
Revesbeok and others, situated half mile 
west of Yale, is also making encouraging 
turn outs. It assays nine dollars in silver 
and forty in gold to the ton and already 
negotiations aro going on with a view to 
taking it over by capitalists to work it on 
a largo basis. It is highly probable that 
a mining boom is ponding and there are 
good prospects of old Yalo looming up 

once more.

THE MUTINEERS. 

The crow of tho Lottie Fairfield were 
in court yesterday morning, before Mr. 
Johnson, S, M., on a charge of conspiracy 
to resist tho commands of the ship's mas- 
ter, Cupt. White. Mr. E. V. Bodwoll 
appeared for tho prosecution, and Mr. W. 
J. Taylor (Eberts & Taylor) for tho de- 
fense. 

Tho evidence of Capt. White was taksn 
and wont to show that tho men had con- 
gregated and wont aft to tho captain's 
cabin in a body and made demands upon 
him in regard to provisions and other 
matters, and amid much profanity, threat- 
ened that thoy would not work unless 
tjieir demands w'oro complied with. This 
occurred in tho afternoon on tho 11th of 
May, the ship at that time being off Cape 
Cook, Vancouver island. Tho captain was 
not examined for tho dofonso. 

The point was taken that tho ship's 
articles only called for a voyage from San 
Francisco to Victoria, und at tho timo tho 
offence complained of was supposed to 
have been committed the ship was not on 
the voyage contemplated by tho articles. 

It was stated for tho prosecution that 
the men knew all about tho voyage and 
consented to go on a sealing expedition 
and the articles only road from San Fran- 
cisco to Victoria because tho ship could 
not bo cleared from (San Francisco to any 
place furthor north on account of the 
difficulty with sealers in Behring's sea. 
His honor remarked that in his opinion 
tho case could not bo sustained, as tho 
shipping acts under which tho charge was 
laid did nob apply except when the ship 
was pursuing ber voyage according to tho 
articles, but allowed tho prosecution until 
Monday to furnish any authorities they 
could before pronouncing judgment. Tho 
prisoners wore allowed to go until then 
on their own recognizance 

The crew are a vory rospoctable looking 
set of men and complain vory bitterly of the 
treatment they have received from the 
Captain. They say rotLm meat was 
offered them and ivhon they refused to 
take it they were imprisoned for over 
twenty-four hours without any food and 
afterwards fed on bread and water in tho 
hold. Thoy never refused to navigate the 
ship and were kept prisoners from tho 
11th of May until their arrest at Vic- 
toria by tho city police. If their story be 
true they certainly havo been anything 
hut well treated. 

VICTORIA'S PROGRESS. 

Architects' Report on Buildings Erected Bine* 
January and Those In Course of 
Erection. 

A visit was made to tho architects of 
this city by a reporter of Thk Colonist 
yesterday who was furnished by them 
with a list of buildings erected since Jan- 
uary and thoir cost.

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A FALSE ACCUSER. 

A communication appeared in the Nu- 
naiiuo jPVee Preis, signed by Job. Harvey 
and -was reproduced last night in the 
Times, a paragraph in which contains 
misleading statements in regard to 
The Colonist and its correspondent. 
We hare refrained up to the pres- 
ent from taking any notice of several 
statements that have appeared in print in 
regard to this matter, preferring rather to 
remain silent while there was sorrow ami 
anguish in our Bister city; but this latest 
effort to disseminate a falsehood we cannot 
let pass. So far as the brief mention in 
regard to the treatment of wounded and dead 
miners on the morning after the disaster 
is concerned, we are prepared to furnish 
sworn affidavits from those who 
were present at the time that it 
was absolutely true; and the refer- 
ence was made solely with the 
desire of preventing a recurrence and wis 
put in the mildest form possible. Mr. 
Harvey'H statements are entirely incorrect. 
Lie was not present on the occasion re- 
ferred to,{and is simply writ ing upon some- 
one else's authority, probably Mr.PrtBger's. 
His reference to the character of the 
telegrams of oar correspondent is simply 
nonsence — the many who read them can 
bear out the fact of their worth and ac- 
curacy. Through the agency of Tim 
Colonist the facts of the disaster and tho 
necessity for relief were made known to 
the whole world, for the telegrams which 
appeared in this paper wore reproduced 
simultaneously in every leading city on the 
American continent, and in a condensed 
form in Europe. In every way in its 
power this paper has endeavored to aid 
in lightening rjie awful calamity and it is 
with great regret that we now have 
to refer to this matter, tho mention of 
which has been thrust upon us. If Mr. 
Prseger, without authority from his em- 
ployers, as we have been informed, had 
not officiously rushed into print aboufc a 
matter of which ho know nothing, he 
would have shown better sense than he 
can now be credited with, and his cham- 
pion, Mr. Harvey, would have found his 
occupation gone. So far as we are con- 
cerned, wo believe our correspondent's 
statements to bo far within the truth, 
and are prepared to substantiate them 
on oath if necessary. We challenge Mr 
Priuger or Mr. Harvey to say as much 
from their side of the question. While 
regretting exceedingly in view of the ter- 
rible affliction which has spread a dark- 
pall over Nanaimo chat this unfortunate 
affair should become the subject of a 
wordy war, wo consider .hat the fault is 
not ours and if necessary will, however, 
reluctantly, have much more to say on the 
matter. 

BEHKINCt'S sea outrages. 

The correspondence relative to the 
seizure of the British Columbia vessels, 
the Thornton, Onward and Caroline, in 
Behring's sea last August was laid boforo 
parliament on tho 11th instant andean 
not fail to prove of interest to our readers 
whom it so deeply affects. The tirst is the 
protest of the Canadian government en- 
tered on September 26th, 1886, with re- 
ference to the seizures by American 
cruisers of tho three vessels sixty miles 
from shore. The protest, which is ad- 
dressed to the Bight Hon. Earl Stanhope, 
is in the following language; "The gov- 
ernment of Canada protests against the 
claim of the United States to the s 
sovereignty over Behring's sea, seven 
hundred miles east of tho westerly boun 
dary of Alaska, as contrary to tho admit 
ted principles of international law, and 
also in opposition to the United States 
contention concerning common waters on 
the coast of the Atlantic. It protests also 
against the unwarranted and arbitrary in- 
terference of the authorities of the United 
States with the peaceable and lawful oc 
cupation on the high seas of Canadian 
citizens, as well as against the forfeiture 
of their property and tho indignity of 
imprisonment imposed upon them." In a 
brief history of the claim of the United 
States to exclusive rights in the Behring's 
sea, Sir Lionol Sackvillo West states that 
this claim is advanced in tho interests of 
tho Alaska Commercial company, a very 
powerful organisation. He adds that the 
company under its charter has really no 
rights in the sea and no rights over any 
other citizens who may desire to trade in 
competition with it. Nevertheless, it. has 
been aided by the revenue marine in sup- 
pressing competition from rival traders, 
the cruisers boarding and examining every 
trading vessel sighted in Behring's sea or 
on tho northwest coast of Alaska, except 
vossels of the company. Tho memoran- 
dum concludes: "If a pretext can be 
found an ollicor is placed on board with 
directions to take tho vessel to Ounalaska 
and discharge her cargo. He is then sent 
to San Frandisco where the United States 
marshal finds that there is no cause for 
condemnation and as tho object of break- 
ing up her voyage has been gained she 
is released and restored to her owners. '" 
This appears to have been the policy with 
regard to the British Columbia vessels 
A copy of tho despatch and minutes of 
council of the Canadian government wen 
sent to Her Majesty's minister at Wash 
ington. Copies of depositions from ollie 
ers and men of tho seized vessels were 
sunt with the despatch to London, Oil 
Oct. 25th Hon. Mr. Stanhope Bent a des 
patch to the administrator saying he had 
instructed tho British minister at Wash- 
ington by telegraph to protest in the 
name of Her Majesty's government 
against the action of tho United States 
ollicials and authorities and to reserve all 
rights to compensation, lie enclosed a 
copy of a despatch received from Sir 
Lionel West on the subject, giving a re- 
port Oil the United States' claim to juris- 
diction, and a history of the Alaska fur 
company, which had purchased a mono- 
poly of she seal fishing from tho United

The following is the text of Sir Saek- 

ville Wost's dispatch to tho imperial gov- 
ernment, dated Washington, Nov. 12, 
1880, on the subject. He says: "In an 
interview which 1 had this day with Mr. 
Bayard, I alluded to my note asking for 
anv particulars which tho United Skates 
government might possess respecting 
the seizures in question, and lie Imme- 
diately said lie must apologize for not 
having replied to it, but ho had, ho said. 



as yot received no report of procedure of 
the Alaska courts in the matter, and had 
for this reason delayed his answer. 1 
then said I was instructed to make him 
acquainted with the information which 
Her Majesty's government had been fur- 
nished respecting this matter, and that I 
had received a dispatch to this effect*, tho 
substance of which 1 proceeded to give 
him. He remarked that ho was not in 
possession of the information contained 
in the dispatch, owing, he presumed, to 
communication with England oia Van- 
couver Island being quicker than that 
with Washington by Portland, Oregon. 
In fact, ho said, tho territory was not 
properly organized. He had not, 
moreover, reached the exact nature 
of the rights ceded by Russia 
to tho United States; but it seemed clear 
that Russia, previous to the cession, con- 
tended that Behring's son wasaiiK/iv dun- 
sum (closed sea) whereupon 1 remarked: 
"And against which contention the United 
States protested." "Yes," ho replied, 
"at that time." Mr. Bayard's manner 
was most conciliatory, but ho evidently 
wished lo avoid further discussion on the 
contents of your lordship's despatch, of 
which he asked me for a copy and which 
1 placed in his hands. 

On 27th November, 1886, Lord Lans- 
downe telegraphed to Hon. Mr. Stanhope 
that vessels were being equipped in Brit- 
ish Columbia for fishing in Behring's Sea 
and intended to start, on the 10th of De- 
cember. He enquired whether any assur- 
ance could be given whether the vessels 
would be exposed to seizure by United 
States vessels saying they did not intend 
to fish near land. 

Lord Lansdowno on the 29th makes a 
second protest on behalf of Canada lo the 
colonial ollice. He points out, lirat, that 
the United States in claiming exclusive 
rights in Behring's sea aro advancing 
claims which, when Russia advanced 
them, were received with ridicule and 
contempt by the American government; 
ami, secondly, that under the treaty of L826 
British subjects were accorded full rights in 
the Pacific Ocean, including Behring's Sea. 
In enforcing his first point, Lansdowne 
quotes the language of the American min- 
ister at St. Petersburg in 1823, when in 
opposing Russian claims to extreme privi- 
leges in the sea he stated that the claim 
to jurisdiction a hundred miles from the 
coast was an innovation in the law of 
nations. On January 27th 1887 the fol- 
lowing statement of claims was forwarded 
to the imperial government for transmis- 
sion to Washington:

Besides the above a claim of £3,000 is put 
in by the owners of the schooner Favorite 
for loss sustained by tho order to cease 
sealing. 

The following claims are made for il- 
legal arrest and imprisonment: Daniel 
Munroe, master of Onward, $8,000; John 
Margotich,mate of Onward,$5,000; Harry 
Norman, mate of Thornton, §5,000; Jos. 
( Igilvie, master wf Carolina, $5,000; Jas. 
Black, mate of Carolina, $5,000; Hans 
Guttomeer, master of Thornton, $8,000. 
On .January 12th Mr. Bayard stated by 
letter that he was awaiting further infor- 
mation from Alaska, and was unable in 
the meantime to arrive at any conclusion. 
On February 4th the United States gov- 
ernment ordered that all proceedings 
against the schooners be discontinued, and 
all persons arrested in connection there- 
with released, the other questions involved 
to be reserved until the papers connected 
with the entire case had reached Wash- 
ington. 

OUR IRON PROSPECTS. 

In his budget speech a week ago Sir 
Charles Tuppor spoke as follows in regard 
to the future iron prospects of British 
Columbia and the territories, lie said:— - 
Now, sir, you may ask mo what about the 
great North-West. Well, sir, it is well 
known that you have in the North-West 
the most boundless supply of coal that is 
to be found in any part of this Dominion. 
One of the great advantages we have over 
the prairie country to the south of us, is 
the unlimited supply of fuel furnished by 
nature in the form of lignite coal. And 
you have hot only 50,000 square miles of 
this lignite coal in the great North- West, 
to furnish enormous quantities of fuel for 
generations to come, but you have in Big 
Island, in Lake Winnipeg, a valuable de- 
posit of iron ore, ami any quantity of tim- 
ber to make charcoal to convert it into 
iron. All it requires is the adopt ion of t his 
policy in order to establish at an early day 
industries for the manufacture of iron in 
the Northwest as well as in the other por- 
tions of tin; country. Ami what more' 
Across the Rocky .Mountains, need I tell 
you thai, in British Columbia you have 
one of t he most magnificent deposits of 
iron ore— on Toxada Island, thirty miles 

long and live miles wide that is to he 
found in any place in tho world, ricli in 
the highest degree in iron; and that you 
have the Nanaimo coal Holds lo furnish 
fuel to put blast furnaces in operation at 
an early day, lying within thirty miles of 
Texada Island. I say, that with the 
prospect of opening up trade with Aus- 
tralia, with China and Japan, although I 
am not a prophet nor the son of prophet, 
I believe that at, no distant day you will 
have in the province of British Columbia 
an iron industry built up which will com 
pare favorably with that of any other 
industry in this country. (Prolonged 
cheers.)

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A VISIT TO THE EAST. 

Kxperlencea of a British Columbian After an 
Absence of Eighteen Years from Home.

The surroundings 
throughout the district are u.uch tho same 
as when I left eighteen years a.:o. Child- 
ren at that time, by nature havi grown 
up to be men and women, and have t ranch- 
ed out in ditierent ways for themsolv- 8. 

When it was known that I had arriv ul 
tho hand of welcome was extended to mc 
by many kind friends. In tho early part 
of November the beautiful snow com- 
menced spreading its Bakes and »ho jingle 
of tho Bloigh bolls was heard for six long 
months. I heard many old settlers ro 
mark it was the stormiest winter they had 
ever experienced in Canada. It was snow 
and blow and blow and snow for a change 
for four days to the week for four months 
This weather continued and church meet 
";s and coughs and colds were the order 

the long winter evenings. 

During my stay 1 visited Ottawa, Mon- 
treal, Morrisburgh, West Winchester and 
many other places of interest, and as my 
health was on a downward tendency on 
account of the inclemency of tho weather 
1 did not enjoy my sleigh riding as I 
should have otherwise done. When the 
April sun began to shine forth its warmer 
rays sugar making was the order of 
the day and 1 had the pleasure, 
as some would term, of floundering in tho 
snow around tho camp and testing the 
tally. . Getting tired of this 1 bid my 
many friends adieu and left for our exhil- 
irating climate of British Columbia. 

Arriving in Ottawa, I called upon our 
old friend, Mr. Shakespeare, M. I'., and 
had the pleasure of dining with him at 
tho Grand Union. Leaving Ottawa on 
tho morning of the 5th inst. by the C. P. 
It. and meeting in with several gentlemen 
from Gait, Out., on their way to tho 
Spellumcheen river, B. C, for tho pur- 
pose of erecting a large grist mill, we ar- 
rived in Winnipeg in due time after 
a pleasant run of two and a half days. 
We laid oil hero thirty-six hours to 
rocuporate and take in the beauties of that 
westorn city. Leaving here on Monday 
morning by tho fast express to cross the 
wide plains, which so many have longed 
and wished to see, wo found the conduc- 
tors, stewards and other officials sparing 
no pains to make passengers comfortable. 
Hour after hour was passed away chat- 
ting, reading and singing, as tho train 
rattled along the longest track in Ainorica. 
As tho train halted at Calgary, Medicine 
Hat and many other places of interest 
along ■ tho line we got oil" to take in tho 
situation, so as to form an accurato idea 
of tho country. 

Arriving at Banff, N. W. T. , miles 
w<jst of Winnipeg, Wednesday morning, 
11th inst., during tho night we ascended 
tho foot-hills and entered the gap of tho 
groat Rooky mountains. After resting a 
few hours at Banff station, wo walked 
down tho track about two miles to tho 
anthracite coal mines, where wo met a 
liiend who showed us through the mines. 
Aftor travelling several hundred feet un- 
der ground wo came to where tho miners 
were at work drilling and blasting. The 
obliging foreman showed us the different 
seams and described the nature and danger 
of afterdamp. At the same time I could 
not help thinking of the great disaster 
which has recently occurred at Nanahno, 
B. C. 

Returning to the station for dinner in 
the afternoon we started to take in tho 
situation of this great national park 
wo have heard so much about,. After 
traveling about two miles on a first-class 
road wo arrived at the Bow river crossing, 
the site for the business portion of the 
city Quite a number of buildings are 
already erected. A large number of men 
are at work on the construction of the 
bridge across the Bow. On thp opposite 
bank, on a beautiful site .stands a largo 
three-storey hotel, called "The Sani- 
tarium,' 1 owned by Dr. Brett. A short 
distance further, on a lovely elevated 
point, we came to where over one hun- 
dred carpenters were at work on the con- 
struction of the C. P. R. Co. 's Banff Park 
Hotel, the foundation being already laid. 
Through the kindness of Mr. R. G. Rus- 
sell, superintendent of construction, I 
gleaned the following dimensions: The 
base covers an area of JO, Hot) square feet; 
the building is to be three stories high, 
attic and basement; to contain 750,000 
feet of lumber, 350,000 shingles, 23j0 
rooms; building .to be bricked , and ypner- 
od. From here we could plainly see the 
steam arising from the sulphur hot springs 
two miles up the valloy, and at a 
high elevation up the side of tho moun- 
tain. Arriving here, we found consider- 
able work going on in the shape of grad- 
ing trails and streets, and building hotels, 
bathhouses, etc. We, out of curiosity, 
had a plunge in the cleansing fountain. 
A great excursion party from Calgary is 
expected to visit the springs about the 
first of June. 

Returning to the station well pleased 
with our visit, we left on Saturday's train 
for the coast, encountering the middle of 
January on the summit, and arriving at 
Pork Moody about '1 p, m. Sunday. 

A pleasant passage by the Princess 
Louise across the gulf brought us safe to 
Victoria at 12 midnight, where 1 found 
our climate, gardens and lields in full 
bloom and us lovely as could bo desired.

IFrom our Own Correspondent.! 
OTTAWA, May 13. — Tho budget speech 
has overshadowed everything olse thia 
week, and tho plum of tho speech'; outsido 
of fiscal or tariff matters, was the an- 
nouncement by Sir Charles Topper that 
he had obtained permission from the Im- 
perial authorities to negotiate directly 
with Spain a treaty in regard to the ex- 
change of products between Canada and 
Cuba and Porto Rico. 'Tho question of 
Canada's right to mako her f.wn treaties 
has boon a prominent plank in the liberal 
platform for a number of years past. Alas, 
the poor liberals ! While they have been 
preaching the government has practised. 

T1IK SKNATB LEA nEKKIIrP. 
Tho announcement that the Hon. J. J. 
0. Abbott, mayor of Montreal and ox- 
membor for Argenteuil, Quebec, was to 
bo the new leader of the senate came as a 
veritable surprise to parliamentarians. 
His appointment gives tho highest satis- 
faction in government circles, as Mr. Ab- 
bott is admittedly ono of the foremost 
lawyers in Canada. Ho was solicitor 
general for the province of Canada in pro- 
confederation days, but since confedera- 
tion, although be has almost unintorrupt- 
dly had a seat in parliament, hia 
enormous legal practice prevented him 
from taking a prominent part in the pro- 
ceedings of the house. I'p to the time of 
his elect ion as mayor of Montreal in March 
laat, he was solicitor for the C. P. R. , and 
all tho legislation which the company has 
sought within the past few years has been 
put through by him ( )n his election to the 
mayoralty, however, he resigned the soli- 
citorship. By the appointment of Mr. 
Abbott, the proceedings of the senate will 
now bo vested with an interest which they 
have lacked for a long lime past. 

TUB DEr-OTY SPEAKERSHIP. 
Another surprise this week was the 
election of Mr. Colby, meiubor for Stan- 
stead, to the position of deputy-speaker. 
Both parties concur that the appointment 
is a good one, and in assuming the chair 
yesterday for the lirst time Mr. Colby was 
received with general cheering. Mr. 
Rykert was destined for the office but, I 
behove, his appointment was not, looked 
upon with favor by a majority of minis- 
terialists owing to his name being con- 
nected with the sale of a timber limit in 
the Northwest in a not very creditable 
manner. Speaker Uuiinel will probably 
command the Wimbledon team this year, 
and in that case the full duties of speaker 
will fall upon Mr. Colby, as Mr. Ouiniet 
will likely have to leave for England 
before prorogation takes place. 

DISALLOWANCE. 
'The disallowance policy has come to 
stay — at any rate for a few years. Singu- 
lar to say, the bill which was the means of 
drawing an expression of opinion from 
the government on the question was a 
British Columbia one. Mr. Chisholui's 
bill to incorporate the New Westminster 
Southern railway company. Before the 
railway committee yesterday Mr. Chis- 
hohu said the company proposed to con- 
struct and operate a railway, with double 
or single tracks of four feet eight aTid 
one-half inches gauge, from some point 
near the forty-ninth parallel of north 
latitude between Semiahmoo Bay and 
Township sixteen in the district of New 
Westminster, to some point on tho south 
bank of the Eraser river opposite tho 
city of New Westminster. It would con- 
nect with the Canadian Pacific railway, 
and instead of taking away it would bring 
trade to the Canadian Pacific railway. 
The company did not intend to ask any 
aid from the government. 

Mr. Mitchell said he was glad to hear 
that the company did not intend to ask 
any aid from the government. On broad 
public grounds, however, ho was prepared 
to support the government in its policy 
of disallowance. 'The Eastern provinces 
had spent millions and millions of dollars 
to construct t he Canadian Pacific railway, 
and it was t heir duty to consider whether 
they should not support the administra- 
tion in maintaining a policy that will con- 
tinue the trade of tho West to the East 
that bad incurred tho debt and would 
have to pay it, and not divert it to the 
States. 

Mr. Edgar said that on similar grounds 
be was in favor of granting the charter, 
Ho understood the railroad would connect 
an important part of British Columbia 
with the Northern Pacific railway. The 
proposed railway did not come within the 
terms of the agreement with the C. P. R, 

Mr. Mara said if those who were oppos 
ing the railway would glance at the map 
they would see that the proposed line 
would be a feeder to the C.P.R. and at- 
tract trade which naturally belonged to 
it from the country south of the boundary 
line. 'There was no anology between the 
case of Manitoba and Brit ish Columbia so 
far as this particular line was concerned, 
as the former province desired to build 
a lino to tap tbo centre of tho road while 
this New Westminster line was simply a 
branch at the terminus of the C.P.R. 
and which wauld act as a feeder (hear 
hear). 

Sir Hector Langevin said —The policy 
of the government concerning these 
railways has not been changed and is not 
changed. Our policy is what it has been 
during the last few years. We have made 
an agreement with the C.P.R. and wo 
are bound in honor and in every way possible 
to carry out that agreement. Some will 
say that outside the province of Manitoba 
tho contract does not bind us in the same 
way, but it is all tho same thing. The 
object of tho contract is to protect the 
trade of Canada. Ab Mr. Mitchell haa 
said, Ontario and the other eastern pro- 
vinces have expended millions of dollars 
for tho purpose of opening thesu torri 
tories and wo expect to recoup ourselves 
in the future for thai, large expenditure, 
but if we allow tho trade of our wostern 
provinces to bo tapped by American lines 
we in the eastern provinces will not see i 
car full of that trade. Therefore, it 
would not bo in the interests <>f Canada 
or in accordance with our agreement with 
tho proprietors of the Canadian Pacific 
railway, who, besides tho money given by 
tho government, have put thoir own 
money into that, concern to a large extent. 
1 cannot see, therefore, how wo can allow 
this bill to pass, but if tho hon. gentle- 
man prefers to delay tho consideration of 
it till another meeting his explanationi 
might show to the government that the 
bill might be allowed. • 

Tho bill was accordingly allowed to 
aUmd. 'The day previous, I nifty say, a 
ministerial caucus was hold at which it 
was decided, after full explanations by 
members of the government, that i ho gov- 
ernment waa fully justified in retaining 
tho policy of disallowance in view of tho 
solemn contract made with the Canadian 
Pacific railway.

Next day the letter of tho clerk of the 
crown in chancery, in response to tho 
order uf tho house, waa promptly brought 
lown. It states in effect that the returns 
came in at lirst slowly, and hu was able to 
attend to tho gazetting of them. Soon, 
however, they began to arrive iu great 
quantity, some in packages two feet, square 
and the work of tho clerk was very jjreat 
in consequence. It was necessary in some 
caseu to refer to the returning ollieers. 
This took time and a large quantity of re- 
turns accumulated so that those coining ia 
laat and being placed on top of the pile 
got gazetted lirst. 

'The imposition, however, are not satis- 
fied with this explanation and threaten to 
revert to the subject again. 

TUB BCIKIET. 

Sir Charles Tupper's first budget spuoch 
was certainly the best effort of tho kind 
delivered of lato years. Further, the 
changes in the tariff which he announcod 
are certainly more important than any 
made since the N. P. was brought into 
force. It was recognised on all hands 
that a revision was necessary. Since 1879 
there has been a considerable decline ill 
the prices of many articles, by which the 
measure of protection has been gradually 
lessened, until by a system of low invoic- 
ing foreign manufactures were gradually 
obtaining a foothold in our market. To 
overcome this tho li nance minister lias 
introduced in several iiiatancos mixed 
duties, partly specific and partly ad val- 
orem, and in nearly every instance, thu 
object by the increase is protection rather 
than revenue. 'The greatest change in 
the tariff is in the duties on iron. Por a 
long time past sffortH have been made to 
induce the government to [dace such a 
duty on pig iron as would cuuse the pro- 
duction of the article in Canada in such 
quantities sufHcientto meet tho consump- 
tion, and tho difficulty in re-adjusting tho 
duty waa to foster the making of iron 
without prejudicing those industries of 
which pig iron is tho raw material. In its 
revision the government has worksd ou 
tho basis of the iron tariff of 
tho States, the latter having been lixod 
after the most careful examination. Tho 
tariff will be, generally speuking, two- 
thirds of that of the United States. There 
will be a duty of $4 a ton on pig iron in- 
stead of $6 on tho other side, and a duty 
of $2 a ton on scrap iron, and the bounty 
of 91-50 on the former is to bo continued. 
'The finance minister estimates an increased 
revenue as a consequence of tho increase 
in tho tariff on iron of hall u million dol- 
lars, but to offset this he placed anthracite 
coal on tho free list, the revenue from tho 
duty of oOc a ton which waa laat year just 
that amouut. Tho othor most important 
change in the tariff is perhaps the increase 
in tho duty on cigars to $2.50 a pound 
and 25 por cent,, or about, double thu late 
rate, und from this increase a revenue of 
£160,000 ia expected. 'The effect must bo 
a largely augmented production of homo 
made cigars, and the encouragement of 
one of the principal industries in Ontario 
and Quebec. 

Dealing with our financial position Sir 
Charles said tho outlook for tho country 
waa most encouraging. Thu only cloud 
on the horizon waa the thrsat oLjaon-in- 
tercourse on ths part of the Statoa. Ho 
dealt at some length with the fishery 
question, Canada's rights, the large in- 
terests concerned, tha desire of this 
country to reach a settlement, and tho 
importance of both to avoiding commer- 
cial isolation. Ho stated that the gov- 
ernment is looking to tho establishment 
of steamship communication on the Paci- 
fic ccaai with China and Australia, and 
with that object in view lias offered an 
annual subsidy of £10,000, provided the 
British grovornment will give £'4D,000 for 
a lino between Vancouver and Hongkong, 
and £25,000 yearly provided the British 
government will girs £100,000 for a lino 
between Vancouver and Australian ports, 
thus making Canada tho highway between 
Croat Britain and her Pacific colonies. 
(,'. p. It. BATES.

EXPLOSIONS IN MINES. 



Modern Views as to the Causes oi' these 
Frightful Accidents. 

Suggestions that 'llirow UghL ou Uu Origin 
of Terrible Disasters Like that at Naiialuio. 

A report by W. N. and J. B. Atkinson, 
inspectors of coal mines for the north of 
.England, recently published; is a very 
valuable contribution to our knowledge of 
an intensely practical subject, viz., the 
causes of explosions in coal mines; and it 
ia simply wonderful, considering how- 
much tins question has been investigated 
during the last hundred years, that scmio 
of the most important lacts should not 
have been correctly apprehended or fully 
appreciated until this lute date. 

FIRE-DAMP NOT TUB ONLY CAUSE. 

The nature of one cause of explosion, 
lire-damp or coal-gas, was demonstrated 
long ago, and guarded against by the in- 
vention of the safety-lamp. But that there 
must be some other cause at least equal- 
ly potent lias long heon evident to 
thoughtful minds, from the fact, that 
where the ratety-laiiip is in general use, 
explosions are still distressingly frequent 
and fatal. Tims official statistics for the 
years 1850 to J88ii show, in the United 
Kingdom alone, an annual average of 
fifty-six fatal explosions, the annual loss 
of life for the same period averaging 

The report of the Messrs. Atkinson 
shows that tho dust in coal mines is now 
tho chief explosive substance, the explo- 
sions usually resembling those in the large 
flouring mills of Minnesota. This is not a 
hasty or foregone conclusion on the part 
of tho authors but it has a broad basis of 
experience gained by tho direct and care- 
ful investigation of many important ox- 
plosions. The discussion is able and thor- 
oughly scientific, for not only is every 
statement abundantly fortified with facts, 
but it is made very char in every case 
that no other view is toi.ablo. 

In all tho collieries of t ie north of Eng- 
land the coal scams lio :,in considerable 
depth below the surface, witli which they 
are connected by at 1 ust two shafts — a 
downcast for the admission of fresh air 
and an upcast for the escape of tho foul 
air from the workings. The circulation is 
usually maintained i y a furnace at the 
bottom Of the upcast shaft. The fresh air 
passes from the downcast by straight 
roads, from which lateral escape or leak- 
age is prevented, to the working faces, 
and thence returns by other roads and 
through tho abandoned parts of the col- 
liery, where tho coal has been removed 
and the roof allowed to fall in, to tho up 
cast. Tho intake airways are usually the 
oldest parts of the workings and arc also 
the main avenues for hauling out tho coal 
and for the ingress and egress of men and 
horses; whde the return airways are rare- 
ly used for any other purposes than the 
passage of tho foul air. 

COAL DUST AS AN E.Yl'LOSI VE AGENT. 

Fire-damp or light carburetted hydro 
gen exists in all the coal of this district 
and issues constantly horn tho freshly ex- 
posed surfaces in the working places; but 
ventilation is usuallyj so efficient, |that the 
gas cannot be detected even along the re- 
turn airways and it is very rarely observ- 
ed on the main intake roads traversed by 
large volumes of fresh air, their surfaces 
having long exhausted themselves of" gas. 
Naked lights are often used in the outer 
portions of the intake roads and locked 
safety lamps, as a rule, in all other parts 
of the colliery. Observations are cited 
which show that while one volume of fir 
damp to fifteen volumes of air is required 
to make an explosive mixture, in the lirst 
half mile of the intake roads the propor- 
tion cannot exceed one volume of lire 
damp to fifteen hundred volumes of air, 
And yet it is exactly in this part of tho 
colliery that the explosions are must fre- 
quent and viulent. 

The coal is largely of a tender or dusty 
nature; and, although thefshafts are usual- 
ly wet, the working planes are, for the 
most part, quite dry anil the air especial 
ly, although moistened by its passage 
down the wet shaft, becomes very dry 
through the rise of temperature duo to 
the tact that the temperature of the 
ground increases downwards. 

Tho return airways, where tho tire- 
damp is most abundant, are usually quite 
free from dust, and at the working faces 
the dust is not. often a serious evil. But 
the principal accumulations of dust are 
found along the roads through which the 
coal is hauled, i. o. , the intake airways. It 
is especially abundant whose tho coal is 
hauled by engine power, or at a high rate 
of speed. The dust is shaken and blown 
out of the carts by their rapid motion 
against strong currents of air and (lies as a 
cloud along the top of the train. Tho 
heavier particles fall to tho bottom of 
roadway and the lighter particles fori 
deposit on the upper parts as well as on 
tho floor. The line dust is not only found 
on horizontal surfaces, but it exhibits the 
property of sticking to timber, stone and 
coal, sometimes like soot hanging in a 
chimney, being sometimes from one to 
two inches thick on vertiole and over 
hanging surfaces. In dusty mines it is 
often necessary to remove tho dust on tho 
floor of the roadway to prevent tho tracks 
from becoming blocked; but tho upper 
dust is not interfered with. (July one 
pound of dust to ono hundred and sixty 
foot of air is necessary in order to form 
an ^inflammable mixture and this proper 
tion is often largely exceeded on dusty 
roads. 

EXPLOSIVE DUST lOLVALVAULE, . 
Coal dust in mines is often referred t( 
as constantly present in t he air. This is 
not so, except to a limited extent. The 
velocity of tho air is rarely sufficient to 
carry dust, any considerable distance. 
When the dust, is hugely proBont in tho 
air, it is duo to home disturbing cause 
other than the ordinary movement of the 
air. The rapid passage it cars against the 
air Current raises a oloud of dust from 
thorn; the passage of men and horses stirs 
up tho bottom dust; the hewer at tho 
working face raises about him a thin 
cloud of dust; the concussion of a blast or 
wave of air caused by a heavy fall of 
stone lills the air with dust; but in the 
absence of sonio such cause the dust is 
quioscont, and after its disturbance by 
any cause it soon settles down again. The 
line, soot-liko upper dust is, however, ex- 
tremely inflammable, oven when not dis- 
tributed; and alter explosions the greatest 
amount of violence is observed on the 
roads likely, before t ho explosion, to con- 
tain most of this kind of dust. After ex- 
plosions, the dust thrown into the air 
and ignited is found to bo very generally 
coked. 

Not only has there been heretofore a 
general misconcept ion as to the nature of 
the explosive subsUnce, lull, also as to the 
actual cause of death of the victims. This 
may occur from flame, force of the ox 
plosion, falls of stone and timber, sult'oca- 
tion by dust, oraftor-diinip; but the evid- 
ence goes to show that the immediate 
oauso of death, in almost all cases, is after- 



damp, i. e,, tho gases resulting' from tho 
explosion. After-damp produced by the 
explosion of ordinary fire-damp consists 
of carbonic acid gas, nitrogen and water 
vapor; and death results from slow suffo- 
cation, duo mainly to the exhaustion of 
the oxygen in the air. 

THE DEADLY AI-TU IlliAM 1'. 

But tho after-damp from explosions of 
coal dust is much more rapidly fatal and 
evidently contains Bonis more poisonous 
constituent. Analysis shows that. this is 
carbonic oxide. Miners frequently work 
without serious inconvenience in air. con- 
taining so much carbonic rcitl lis alniosl 
to extinguish their lights; bin a propor- 
tion 'of carbonic oxide so small as to have 
no appreciable effect on his light will cause 
the dcatli of the miner in a few moments, 
sometimes almost instantly, his light con- 
tinuing to burn after his death until the 
oil is exhausted. It has repeatedly hap- 
pened that minors who were outside of 
the roads traversed by an explosion, and 
uninjured by the explosion itself, have 
been cut off by the after-damp, and have 
perished in trying to force their way 
through it to the shaft, l .i fac!,, the most 
serious features of dust explosions are, 
that, unlike gas explosions, they occur 
absolutely without any warning, and 
mainly near tho shafts, thus preventing 
escape from any part of the mine. 

< *f six typical explosions occurring in 
the north of England in the years 1880 to 
1885, live occurred in Durham, in dry 
dusty mines, and were undoubtedly dust 
explosions. The total loss of life was ii.'iO, 
or an average of sixty-six for each explo- 
sion. The sixth explosion occurred in tho 
Whitehaven colliery, which extends three 
miles under the sea, and is wet, and free 
from dust. This was clearly and purely an 
explosion of lire-damp, and the most ex- 
tensive of its kind within the experience 
of the Messrs. Atkinson, and yet only 
four lives were lost. This mine was not 
only free from dust., but the explosion 
was limited to the most remote, deepest, 
and most poorly ventilated portion of it. 
IMPORTANT CONCLUSIONS. 

The following conclusions are warrant- 
ed by the study ■>{ these explosions. All 
the explosions were limited to ono plane 
on level of the colliery, in no case asvend- 
iug or descending vertically so as to con- 
tinue t he explosion on another plane. The 
single gas explosion was remote from the 
shafts, and so out ( IF from communication 
with higher or lower workings; while all 
tho dust explosions extended to or oven 
crossed the downcast shafts, but could not 
follow the shafts up or down because they 
are wet and free from dust; and, in gen- 
eral, the (lame and violence of tho dust 
explosions were confined to those roads 
on which there was much coal dust, their 
intensity varied with the amount of dust, 
and they were often arrested at places 
where the roads .were wet or damp. In no 
case were the return airways, where gas is 
always most abundant, seriously affected; 
and the intake airways also escaped where 
not used for handling coal. Since the dust 
is naturally heavy and quiescent, it can 
only bo ignited when some disturbance 
throws a cloud of it into the air in the 
presence of a dame. One of the dust ex- 
plosions was probably initiated by a small 
explosion of fire-damp; but, all the others 
were simultaneous with the firing of shots 
of gun-powder in stone; and it is conclud- 
ed that the concussion of the shots threw 
the dust into the air, and the flame of the 
shots ignited it. Gunpowdor is in. daily 
use in the collieries, bill usually on the 
working face, where there is insufficient 
dust to start an explosion. In every case 
but one, however, the shots causing the 
explosions were fired where the miners 
were enlarging tho main roadway, am 
where the dust had been quietly IVCCUUIU 
biting for years. The fresh .air passing 
these points at the times of the explosions 
varied from 23,000 to 01,000 cubic feet 
per minute, so that, any accumulation of 
fire-damp was impossible. Dust in the air 
may be ignited by all open light, but not 
by a safety-lamp. ( )ne of the curious feat- 
ures of tlie dust explosions is that they 
exhibit but little force or violence near 
the point of origin, but seem to require a 
distance of from 50 to 100 yards in which 
to gain headway. Once initiated, the ox- 
plosion is self-propagating, and rapidly 
increases in violence; the normal condi- 
tion, after an explosion is fairly establish- 
ed, being (1) a wave of air preceding the 
explosion and filling the air in tho roads 
with coal dust, (2) llaine following instant- 
ly into compressed air charged with dust. 

Various popular ideas about explosions, 
such as that they 'face the wind' or travel 
against the fresh air, favor the coal-dust 
theory. 

REMEDIAL MEASURES. 

Under the head of remedial measures 
the authors of the report note that water- 
ing the roadways, which has been prac- 
ticed for many years as a mere matter of 
convenience, is of little avail as a means 
of preventing explosions, since the upper 
dust in every instance is left undisturbed. 
Gunpowder should not lie used in dusty 
places without lirst thoroughly dampen- 
big the dust. The accumulation of dust in 
the roads may by diminished by reducing 
the velocity of the air, which can be done 
by enlarging or doubling the roads; by re- 
ducing the speed of the coal cars; or by 
wetting or covering the loaded cars. Ex- 
tensive dust explosions could be prevent- 
ed by keeping occasional sections of the 
roads thoroughly wet. 

Since the dryness of the mines is due 
mainly to their high temperatures, a large 
volume of air entering at 40 deg. , and 
raised in its course to 70 cleg., exorcising 
"an enormous drying power, the following 
more drastic remedy is also suggested: To 
raise tho air entering the mine to the 
temperature of the mine, and saturate it 
with moisture. It could then exorcise no 
drying power, and the natural moisture 
of the mine would come into play, chang- 
ing dry mines to damp mines. The princi- 
pal objections to this plan are the ex- 
pense, and the greater discomfort to tho 
miners of working in warm, moist air. 

A more recent contribution in the Pro- 
ceedings of the Yorkshire Geologic and 
Polytechnic Society (or 1886, recognizes 
the great importance •>{ coal dust ill colli- 
ery explosions, and shows that, contrary 
to the generally accepted theory, import- 
ant; explosions arc much mere likely to oc- 
cur when the bnrometoi is high than when 
it, is low. The explanation is that while a 
high or rising barometer tends to prevent 
the escape of gas from the coal, it, is also 
usually accompanied by a dry atmosphere, 
which renders the coal dust lighter and 
more inflammable. 



DANGER AHEAD,. 

Is tho Whole IriBli Party in Parliament to lie 
Arrested?— Malishury'B Significant Expres- 
sion at the Ooseheii liauimet. 

London, May 10. — A piece of news 
reaches me in groat haste this morning, of 
a most extraordinary and unparalleled 
description. At lirst sight it appears as- 
tounding to tho extent of incredibility, 
but 1 have every reason to believe it . is 
Wall founded; Indeed, it rests on no so- 
'.•alled authority of any kind, but the plain 
statement of certain facts. At a banquet 
given In ( ioseheri, Saturday nighty Salis- 
bury docl.-u ed the time imisl .sm.ii come 
for the government of England, by sonio 
quite short and sharp expression of tlieir 
will, to put an end to the state of things 
which now makes them ridiculous. These 
words were noticed at tho time, but no 
one was then in a position to guess at 
their significance. Facts, 1 learn this 
morning, indicate this short and sharp 
method is to consist, if circumstances are 
favoring, of tho wholesale arrest of 
tho Irish parliamentary party. The 
following are tho facts: Colonel Lodge, 
governor of Millbank prison, tho 
largest and most modern of her 
Majesty's prisons in London, was sum- 
moned to London by the Commissioners 
of Prisons by telegraph at a moment's no- 
tice. Ho obeyed. Since his arrival the 
wardens have received and executed or- 
der to prepare for immediate oc- 
cupation sixty rooms for lirst-class mis- 
demeanants — that is, a whole wing of tho 
prison. For several days furniture wag- 
ons have boon busy bringing in beds, 
mattresses, lire-places and common fur- 
niture, which are allowed under such cir- 
cumstances, The question naturally 
arises why sixty I The recollection that 
the clock-tower of Westminster is tho 
usual place of conlinouient of parliament- 
ary oll'enders, has accommodations for 
only ton persons, helps to answer the 
question. Ten and sixty make up seven- 
ty, which is not far oil' of the total of the 
whole working force of the Parnellite 
party in Loudon. There has been no 
increaseof prisoners at, Millbank, and there 
have never been any number appn lachiug 00 
lirst-class misdemeanants in the whole 
United Kingdom at the same time. Three 
or four is generally the total. The gov- 
ernor of liallowi'y jail informed me him- 
self, not long ago, of lirst-class misde- 
meanants from all parts of England sent 
to him. It is, therefore, impossible not 
to believe that these facts indicate the ex- 
pectation of the government in conse- 
quence of the bitter obstruction it exper- 
iences. As the committee stage of the 
crimes bill approaches the end, it will be 
given tho opportunity, if not force upon 
them the necessity, of striking a big blow. 
They positively contemplate an arrest of 
the whole Irish party. That facts are as 
1 have stated tlieui, I know. The infer- 
ence, of course, is open to doubt. I ex- 
press it, therefore, with a natural reserve, 
though none other seems possible for tho 
moment. 

The Pall Mull Gazelle takes the wind 
out of the Time* to-day by the publica- 
tion of long letters signed by Dillon and 
O'Brien and a manifesto signed by Mealy, 
Davitt, Dillon, O'Brien, McCarthy and 
Partington, expressing sympathy with 
the Phieiiix Park murders, and apologiz- 
ing to Carey, Curloy and Brady and 
others for the necessity of publicly de- 
nouncing their action. The letters are 
admirable forgeries, a id have been sub- 
mitted to all members named who are in 
London. They admit the close resem- 
blance to their handwriting. The accom- 
panying text is taken in great part from 
the Times, challenging the dignitaries to 
have recourse to courts of law and avoid 
cheap detail.

Labouchore'8 Notes on Itoyaltj The Visit of 
Sultan's Eldest Son -Splendid Indian 
Presents to the Queen. 

London, May 10.- I understand that 
Prince Solim Effbndi, the sultan's eldest 
son, is coming from Constantinopln to re- 
present his majesty at the jubilee celebra- 
tion next month. Prince Solim, who was 
born in 1870, is a very intelligent youth, 
and understands the European languages 
and manners. He will lie accompanied by 
a large retinue, and in all probability ho 
will reside, wdiile in London, at a large 
private residence which has been placed at, 
tho Queen's disposal from Juno 15th to 
July 4th. 

The Queen is to get some splendid and 
valuable presents from India. Many of 
the jubilee gifts are of truly Eastern 
magnificence. The Rajah of Cutcb sends 
an immense casket of solid gold, all carv- 
ed and chased by the famous Cutchee of 
Hyderabad. It is to bo brought to Eng- 
land by his brother-in-law, who is to re- 
present him at the jubilee fetes. 

The half-yearly sacrament is to be dis- 
pensed with in the Catholic church on 
Sunday week, and the Queen and 
Princess Beatrice are to be among tho 
communicants, 1 fancy that they are 
the only persons in Great Britain w ho will 
take part, ill the celebration of both the 
Episcopalian and Presbyterian churches 
which they attend. Fifty years ago aus- 
tere puritans in tho north would have 
called down solemn imprecations from on 
high at the idea of permitting such levities 
for in those ('ays tho half-yearly sacrament 
meant six days of unrelieved gloom in all 
properly conducted Presbyterian house- 
holds, and only duly admitted members 
of the congregation were permitted to par- 
take.

FRESH FASHION NOTES. 

Cardinal, tho very popular relieving col- 
or,' ia still at tho height of its glory. 

Now Russian blouses are made of lino 
silk Jersey webbing in tan, golden-brown, 
gray, or Roman rod, and worn with u 
fniicy leather or silrer bolt with chatelaine 
attachments, 

Some stylish, pretty dresses for young 
;.;irls are made of plaided surah and plain 
cashmere. These are very much trimmed 
with ribbon-loops and ends, and some 
have an additional trimming of velyot. 

Among expensive novelties iti gloves 
are those of fine silk and close twill, tho 
hacks of which aro covered with a delicate 
arabesque tracery in tine jtst, steel, or 
bronze, matching tho shado of the glove. 

Plaits, folds, diagonal draperies, his- 
torical and antique effects in dress, panels, 
kilts and bodices of various shapes and 
styles, waistcoats close and narrow, or 
ample, in old Continental style, with large 
jeweled buttons, half-belts and other ac- 
cessories, aro each and all of universal ad- 
option tho present season. The now shado 
of Roman red plays a prominent part in 
the season's exhibit. 

Young ladies who do not find a certain 
desirable or necessary silk or Batin in 
plaids or stripes with which to lino tho 
hoods of their new spring jackots pur- 
chase a good-sized Bilk handkerchief in 
Roman, (Jrecinn, check, stripe, floral or 
fancy pattern; and this is used to decor- 
ate tho hood with fino ofl'ect. Sometimes, 
whore there is a broad turnover collar, a 
second kerchief ia utilized, by being cut 
in two, hemmed on the cut edges and 
knotted up under tho chin sailor-fashion. 

White silk Gretohon bodices with skirts 
of white moire, draped with pearl-beaded 
tulle, aro favorite gowns for bridesmaids. 
Tho bodice turns back with revors of tho 
moire, and tho V-oponing is voilod with 
tho tullo. Laurel pink, Nilo and absinthe 
green and primrose yellow drosses are 
also imported for bridesmaids' wear, and 
also for full-iVresB occasions at summer ra- 
sorts. Some of theso dresses have short 
Bkirts, othors aro made with demi-tn.ins; 
very long trains still being reserved for 
brides, young matrons and dowagers. 

SUMMER GOWNS. 
Tho diaphanous toilets for elegant sum- 
mer wear aro made of flower striped crepe 
lisie, zephyr, canvas, gauze in exquisite 
tints, with inch-wido lines of volvot or 
satin, crfipelnio, and printed India mull. 
Many of theso beautiful gowns aro made 
with blouse waists, with protty ribbon 
bolt and streamers at ono sido, or thoir 
simple charming effect is added to by 
girdles and chatolainoB of silver, hammer- 
ed, sot with Rhino stones, or in filigroo. 
Bangle bracelets, lace-pin and dog-collar 
laid over a band of velvet aro often added, 
tlit'Bo matching tho girdle or bolt in de- 
sign. 

0AUSE8 AND LACK. 

Band-run silk nets in Chantilly, Span- 
ish and thread patterns, having tho dor 
signs out-lined in gold or silver threads, 
aro this Beason elegantly drapod over 
princess drosses of amber satin, or above 
slips of primrose heliotrope, dove-gray, or 
Charles X pink ourah. 

The now broohd gauzes with lace designs 



tiny blocks or striped with volvot, make 
very handsome dresses over satin or of the 
soft repped silk known as faille. AIL theso 
tissues will bo lavishly trimmed with 
beaded ornaments and liico. Tho nets, 
tulles and gauzes, embroidered or woven in 
jet aro richer and more elaborate than 
over, and will bo used for entire bodices, 
vest panels and many of tho diminutive 
inantolottes now in vogue. Very frequent- 
ly the hat or bonnet made of the same 
rich delicate net-work will be en suite 
with this effective wrap. 

BLOUSE BASQUES. 

Among the novelties in Lyons silks for 
special summer wear are corded patterns, 
Bengalines, failles, and fancy twills, cov- 
ered with small floral patterns of exquisite 
tinting and forms, theso textiles showing 
that there will bo a preference for relief 
effects. 

The now blouse basques aro soon upon 
costumes made of rich, expensive fabrics, 
as well as upon simple toilets. Thuso 
waists are a change from the old style 
blouse, being fitted more snugly, and 
often showing n seamed back ending in a 
very short postilion. The front, however, 
never extends below the belt-line, and the 
style is, therefore, unbecoming to short- 
waistod women. Sometimes the blouse 
buttons over a gay Roman vestj. or a dainty 
ono of vory fino luce. At the side-seams is 
started a bolt of beaded or gilt galloon, 
which comes round and buckles in front. 
When tho bolt is oi ribbon there are long 
ends to tie directly in front. 

.SLEEVES AND BODICES. 

Bodices cut to show a vory little 
portion of tho throat in front, it is ru- 
morod, will bo worn this summer with 
waists finished with lapping surplice 
fronts. Another style will bo the Russian 
bodice, cut nearly square, with chemis- 
otto Rusae beneath of silke tullo laid in 
flat folds, or of Oriental not hand-run with 
white silk threads. Close sleeves, puffed 
on the shoulder or at tho elbow, slooves 
puffod all the way down and bandud rvifch 
velvet, and also the "smock" or bishop 
sloovo, with plain wide band at tho wrist, 
aro all used upon various sorts and styles 
of bodices. 

BONNETS AND HATS. 

Frosh importations of millinery for 
oarly summer show many more models in 
largo round hats, gypsies, and graceful 
shapes in modified English walking hats, 
turbans and high-crowned Spanish styles. 
Still tho milliners say that tho experience 
of past seasons is again repeated, and that 
tho princesso bonnet, the little fish-wife 
poke and tho capote are still first choice 
dressy wear; oven for young ladieB beauti- 
ful models being exhibited, made wholly 
of tho finest flowers, and trimmed in front 
with high lily-of-tho-valloy aigrettes. 
Numerous bewitching little French ca- 
potes will again bo worn without strings, 
and composed of a medley of laeo flowers 
and fancy gauze. Some of these havu, 
certainly, a decided "Frenchy" look, and 
yot it cannot bo denied that coming from 
tho hands of a skilled Parisian and worn 
by a suitable youthful person, tho effect 
of the capote is attractive. Two-toned 
fancy straws aro much used for dress hats 
by noted milliners, A vory Btylish model 
in English walking-hat shape is mado of 
dove-oolor and dark-blue satin braid in

laco design. The rolling brim at each sido 
is faced with dark-blue velvet, and the 
trimming consists of dove-colored corded 
silk and dark-blue velvet, arranged in 
heavy folds and towering loops, t he lat- 
ter run through with costly silver pins. 



ANCIENT PUNISHMENTS OF WOMEN. 

In the early days of England men were 
too humane to hang women, but they 
drowned them. During the reign of Hen- 
ry ITI, however, a woman was hanged, 
but as she did not die after being on the 
gibbet for a day, they cut her down and 
she was granted a pardon. Adulterous wo- 
men and sorceresses were drowned or 
smothered in mud. Stones were fastened 
to their necks to, prevent I heir swimming, 
or they were sewed up in sacks. Some- 
times they wore drowned in company with 
a cat, a dog and a snake. The Anglo-Sax- 
ons drowned women guilty of theft. The 
criminal was thrown from the cliff or sub- 
merged. In tho tenth century a woman 
was drowned at London bridge. Women 
were punished by drowning in Scotland. 
In 15i)i) (Jrissell Mathon was condemned 
by the High Court of Edinburgh "to be 
taken to the north lock and there drown- 
ed till she be dead." 

A memorable instance of drowning oc- 
curred at Bavaria, October the 14th, 1430. 
Agnes Bernaurian, wife of Duke Albert 
tho Pious was dropped off the bridge of 
the City of Strasburg into the Danube, 
by order of her father. Sho appears not 
to have beon put into a sack, and her 
limbs not to have been securely bound, 
for sho rose to tho surface of the water 
and swam to tho shore, crying "help, 
help," but the executioner put a long 
pole into her hair and kopt her down. 

According to the Danish laws women 
were buried alive for theft, a method of 
punishment not unknown in France. In 
LJ3I Marote Duplas was scourged and 
subjected to this cruel death at Abbeville, 
and in 1400 a woman named Perotte Mau- 
ger, a notorious thiol and receiver of stol- 
on goods was, by order of tho Provost of 
Paris, buried alive in front of tho gibbet 
in that city. In ancient German history 
wo read of female criminals being impaled 
in tho mud, and in comparatively recent 
years the remains of several bodies have 
been found to prove tho truth of this as- 
sertion. In early England a cook once 
poisoned fouiteen persons. The authori- 
ties did not believe thoy had a punish- 
ment sufficiently severe for her case, so a 
law was passed making her crime punish- 
able by being boiled to death. - 8t, Louis 
Qlobe-Demuciat. 



HINTS FOR THE HOUSEWIFE. 

Dried orange and lemon peel, burned 
on coal in a sick-room, are good deodoriz- 
ers. 

In all ordinary cookery simmering at 
180° is more effective the violent boiling 
at 21ii". Tho heat that is applied to do 
more than the smallest degree of simmer- 
ing is simply wasted in converting wutor 
into useless steam. 

SUOEI) Hkets, — Dd not prick or cut tho 
skin in any way, as if this is done they 
lose color. Put into boiling water and 
boil two hours. Pool, slice and souson with 



salt, popper and a tablespoonful of melted 
butter. Serve very hot. 

Brown Thickening fok Soups.— Put 
into a small sauco-pan half a pound of 
butter; when hot, stir into it a pound of 
vory dry flour; stir this ovor the fire till a 
pale brown, taking care that it does not 
burn. One large tablespoonful thickens a 
quart of soup. 

Banana Charlotte. —-The sides of a 
quart mold are to be lined with sponge 
cake, and the bottom of *-he mold with 
thin slices of bananas. Fill the mold with 
stiff whipped cream. Sot aside in an ice- 
box till wanted. Remove carefully from 
the mold and serve. 

Quick Cake. — Four eggs, two cups of 
sugar, ono cup of milk, three cups of flour 
two teaspoonfuls of cream of tartar and 
one toaspoonf ul of soda; flavor with lem- 
on. Put all together in a dish before 
beating, and lot it stand in the tin after 
baking until ready for uso. Bake in « 
quick oven. 

White Fruit Cake. — Ono pound of 
sifted flour, ono pound of white sugar, 
half a pound of butter, whites of fourteen 
eggs, two pounds of chopped citron, two 
pounds of blanched almonds, one large 
grated cocoanut, two teaspoonfuls of bak- 
ing powderjbako slowly two hours; ice 
with cocoanut icing. 

Marble Cake.— Light Part. — Three 
cups of sugar, ono cup of butter, ono of 
sour cream, live cups of flour, whites of 
eight oggs, ono toaspoonf ul of baking pow- 
der and ono of lemon extract. Dark part 
—Two cups of brown sugar, one of molas- 
ses, ono of buttor, ono of milk, five cups 
of flour, yolks of eight eggs, one teaspoon- 
ful of baking powder, ono toaspoon each, of 
extract ot cloves, nutmeg, ginger, allspice, 
cinnamon, lemon and bittor almond; put 
in pan in alternate layers. Bake an hour. 
Ice when cold. 

Raised Muffins (without eggs). — Two 
cups of milk, a teaspoonful of lard or but- 
ter, three cups of flour, half a yeast cake, 
a toaspoonful of salt sifted with the flour, 
host tho milk; stir in tho shortning, and 
when blood warm add half the flour and 
beat hard for throo minutes; let it rise in 
a moderately warm place all night; in the 
morning work in tho rest of tho flour and 
tho salt; make into balls and let it rise in 
groftsod-mufhn rings; set on a floured 
board. When light slip a cuke-turner un- 
der each and transfer to a hot griddle 
well greasod. Turn whon the under side 
is done. Eat warm, pulling them open to 
buttor them. 

Browned Beef Tongue. — Boil a 
largo beef's tongue gently until a skewer 
passes easily into it; have ready in a sauco- 
pan a pint of weak stock, or some of the 
pot liquor, strained and skimmed, to 
which you have addod a tablespoonful of 
chopped onion, as much minced parsley, 
a couple of stewed tomotoes strained, a 
pinch of mace, land the same of clovos, 
salt, pepper ana a teaspoonful of sugar. 
When theso ingredients have simmered 
together for half an hour lay the tongue, 
skimmed and trimmed neatly, in a drip- 
ping pan, pour tho gravy over it, bake, 
cove rod and basting often one hour; bake 
tho tongue up and keep warm while you 
thickon the gravy with browned flour, ad- 
ding a little made mustard; pour over tho 
tongue.

A layer of this should lie 
spread on tho bottom of tho drain; on this 
set tho drainpipes, and then cover it 
over with tho tar-mortar. If tho work be 
carefully- performed and the mortar ap- 
plied in sufficient quantity — say an inch 
and a half thick all round — success may he 
guaranteed. 

It is stated that cracks in cast-iron 
stovoa may bo effectually closed up and 
cemented by tho use of a mixture com- 
posed of wood ashes (passed through a 
sioro), finely powdered clay and a little 
common salt.

THE GREAT CITIF S OF THE WORLD. 

Tlio oldest oity in tho world is Damas 
ous, Syria; it has a population of about 
520,000. The oldest city in tho United 
States ia St. Augustine, Ela., which was 
founded by Melondes, November the 
15th, 1505. The oldest city in Europe is 
London, England; it is also the largest 
city in tho world; it has a population of 
nearly 4,000,000; London has «,000 miles 
of streets, and has on an average 40 miles 
of streets and 15,000 now houses built 
every year; it has 15,000 police and 15,- 
000 persons connected with the postbffiee, 
and has 1,000 ships and 10,000 sailors in 
tho port every day. It lias as many beer 
shops and gin palaces as would, if placed 
side by sido, stretch from Charing Cross 
to Portsmouth, a distance of 78 miles. 
Tho largest city of tho United States is 
Now York; it has a population of 1,200,- 
U'M. Tho largest city in South Alnerica is 
Bio Janeiro; its population if» 274,07'-»'. 
The largest city in Asia is Canton; its po- 
pulation is 1,500,000. The largest city in 
Africa is Cairo; its population ia 327,172. 
Tho largest oity in Australia is Melbourne; 
its population is 250,408. Tho largest 
city in Canada is Montreal; its population 
is 200,000. 

KAMESES II. 

Major Bagriold and a party of tho Roy- 
al Engineers began tho lifting up of the 
great statue of llainosos II, which has lain 
for centuries on its faco in tho duop ditch 
that its own weight has tended to make 
for it among tho palms of Mitrahine, tho 
modern aito of tho old MempluB. This 
vast colossus of tho King is of lino grain- 
ed limestone, about thirty-eight foot high. 
Tho monolith looks as if it had boon built 
into a propylon or gate wall, and then 
sculptured in situ. It wus discovered by 
Oaviglia and Salt in 1820. It lies faco 
downward, almost duo east and west, with 
head towards Sakkara. It was orectod by 
tho King ai a thank offering for escape 
from a treacherous death by burning at 
Polusiunb In Strabb's tinio it stood alone 
in the anterior court of tho great Temple 
of P/fVh at Memphis, the said court being 
usol at that tinio for bull tights. Tho head 
wears tho "pshont" with tho Uraous 
snake. An artificial heard is attached to 
the clibl. (In tho breast is a pouch, proto- 
fypo of those worn by Jewish priests. In 
the contor is the King's tiamo, "God of 
tho Kun, mighty in. truth, approved by 
tlio Sun." Tho intorost of tho fallon 
UamosoB, now bo soon to bo raised to his 
foot, is this, that his foaturos, which havo 
never been fairly soon full face, will now 
bo visible, and wo Hliall bo ablo to com- 
'.iare thuni with tho features of tho inutil- 
ity unwrapped and visible in tlio Uulak 
Museum. 'Iho faco, as soon partially, is 
itrongly Semitic— IVie Academy.
